THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organic centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of collective humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—eame into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular eorner stone of The- Temple, upon which 
is risIng, age by age, a geometrically perteet edifice.

\Tan uses his much vaunted reason to little effect when he throws 
over with one fell blow the cherished rehg1ous ideals and behets of 
preceding races and ages and of the earher years of his present 
racial cycle. | 

As a rule he 1s entirely unconscious of the loss sustained when 
he casts down his former 1deal, together with his behef in Tleaven 
and Tell, in God and the Devil, in cursing and blessing, beliets 
[ounded on varied expositions of the sacred hooks and on ancient 
myths and traditions, without an effort to seek out their basic 
SOUrce or interpret their mysteries. 

\With the increasing flood of new literature and retranslation 
of old which now $weeps over the world corroborating the false 
ideas of a thinker and reader who has for some apparently valid 
reas0n come to beheve that former 1deas and 1deals were false or 
incomprehensþle, there comes an almost overwhelming umpulse 
to throw them all aside; and, as otherwise 1t seems to spell per- 
fect Shipwreck of all hope, he seizes upon any plank of modern 
Science that 1s within his reach which appears capable of hear- 
ing his weight, his doubts and tears, —instead of making a strong 
effort to hold the more modern theories and 1deas on the surface 
ot his mind tentatively while -he searches for the clews which 
when found would prove beyond question that ancient and modern 
(eas and ideals had a common basis and a common endl. 

There 1s the same foundation for a belief in a Heaven and 
Hell, a devil and an angel in modern expositions of universal law. 
and in the scientife hypotheses of the action of cosmic forces 1n 
the creation of matter and its ultimate destiny—these forces which 


underhe every phase of material phenomena—as there ever was 
in what are termed the dark ages. 

[t 1s a bold speaker as well as an agnostic thinker who 1s will- 
ing to stand forth in the present age and deny statements of the 
Imitiates as to the existence of at least three planes of conscious- 
ness,—states of ex1stence ;—Or that the individual lives germain 
tO any one of those states have not many features in common with 
the hives of the other states. | 

\When one considers how near the loudly claimed conditions 
of heaven and hell are attainable by the great majority of the 
people of earth; how many devilisch and angelic characters the 
daily papers of a great metropolis bring to notice, the logical con- 
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el1810n 1s that the forces active in each one of the said characters 
must have had some localized previous manifestation as well as 
a necessary tuture express10n. Even if the energy $0 operating be 
only embodied 1n some degree of force it 1s plain that there must he 
x01Me place, Some state, where each such force or form of energy 
14s 1ts natural hahitat; its original field of action; and wherever 
that is, by. whatever name it is called, there will he a heaven, or 
Nell, the dwelling place of an angel or devil. As like seeks like 
mn all fields of action, the individuals in whom those forces are 
peculiarly active must necessarily find themselves in rapport with 
offers of like nature and in homogeneous states of COnsSCIOUSNEeSSs. 
()nce preclicate the indestructibility of Matter. and the destruction 
of Concs1ousness 1s almost unthinkable. 

As hte 1s motion per se, and all motion must have some start- 
ng point, some 1mpulse, some form of energy which sets in motion 
{he thing or ohject moved, and as every central point, every $un, 
moon or star under ohservation in the heavens, 1s apparently sub- 
ject to the motion set up by some such form of energy, 1t follows 
that there must he one central point where that energy 1s gen- 
erated or stored. Whether you call the author, the generator of 
that energy, God—good, or the devil, —evil, depends upon your 
present viewpoint, but the fact remains that 7? is, and that every 
phase and express10n of lite 1s dependant upon 1t. 

Under the name of the Great Breath this source of energy has 
heen revered and worshipped by the greatest intellects, the most 
Spiritual- teachers of all Time. 

\Vith every inbreathing and outhreathing by or from the spiritual 
xOurce Of all life, there rises and falls in perfect rhythm and time 
(according to the plane of manifestation, the size and weight 
05 each form of differentiated matter), the manifesting point, the 
cart of every cell, whether it be the heart of a sun, planet or 
verm, and whether it be a material, mental, or $piritual hody. 

The rising and falling of the tides, the fluctuations of the earth's 
crust, the atmospheric changes, the changes in the physical body 
of man, and every movement of every thing and creature are all 
due to the rising and falling of the Great Þreath; and, as even 
modern science concedes the fact that all forms of hte are þut 
different rates of vibration of one phase or state of energy com- 
monly termed Ether, and all vibrations are different modifications 
of motion per se, the Great Breath, we may accept the ancient 
teaching without allowing much room for controversy. 

Once postulate intelligence and will as the guiding forces be- 
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hind or within the Great Breath, and a God, in the highest sense 
of the word becomes an indisputable Tact. Grant a plane of 
operations, which must of necessity. he a harmonious centre where 
all acting forms of force and energy are 1n perfect accord, where 
all power 1s centred, and Surely the condition usnally termed Heaven 
does not appear to he a very tar fetched 1dea. Reverse the action 
ot these constitutents of THeaven, consider the nevative action of 
all the positive. forces according to the well known scitentiftic -pos- 
tulate that there can he no mamtestation of a positive pole of 
energy without the manitestation of 1ts antitheses, the negative pole. 
and in that negative aspect of Heaven you have all the constituents 
of a State or plane of discord, the effect of the action of ant1- 
constructive, constrictive, rehellous torces; and the central point. 
the nucleus or heart of all this negative action and reaction, the 
legendary devil and l[lell, appear to be corrollary realities, what- 
ever terms we may use to _ express realities s0 des1gnatedd. 

\Vith the outbreathing of the Great Breath everything in bon 
of form must swell, and consequent to the swellng, when 1ts las 
degree of rexistance 18 reached, that torm, whether 1t he sun. 
planet or seed-pod, must burst and scatter its fragments atar, each 
tragment a lesser centre, drifts into the fields of space, and new 
planets, new stars, new vegetation, new hves are formed. But 
betore this bursting point 1s reached, say in the hfe of a planet. 
tor instance, 1t has gathered its torces and swollen many tunes. 
its crust 18 covered with great cracks and crevices, the effects of 
ſormer breaks, sometinnes becoming reservoirs for big rivers, lakes. 
etc., and the waves of human and animal hte-torce upon 1ts sur- 
ace, once transferred from other centres, other planets, other

Races are born and qe and are born again. Exactly the same 
phenomena occur under. other variations of law, other conditions.

tion, with the same effect in every case. The era of duration, the 


cychc gathering, swelling, and bursting of its separate forms ol 


hte and their transfer to other fields of activity occur just as 


methodically, as purposefully and as surely on what are termed 


the interior, or Astral, Soul and Spiritual planes as upon the phy- 
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ical plane, and must occur, until the operation of the Great Breath 
ceases and the generator of the hreath ceases to act; or as is related 
in the stanzas of Dzyan, "The Eternal Parent, wrapped in Her 
[.yver-Invisible Robes, has slumbered again for seven Eternities.” 

The action of the moon on the ocean tides has longs been an 
accepted tact, but the fact of a similar action by every sun and 
tar cr planet on all other hfe tides, even the hlood streams of 
men and animals, within their individual sphere of action 1s not $0 
well established, nor 1s the fact that it 1s the central nucleus or 
cell of any one planet instead of the hody as a whole that exerts 
whatever degree of force 1s necessary to affect the tides of water 
or hfe force on any 'other planet, and that all are subject to the 
central nucleus of the central sun around which all suns and 
Dlanets alike, revolve. 

In other words, from the universal point of operation, the home 
of the generator of the Great Breath, 1s sent forth the imnpulse 
\vhich acts at one and the same time on every centre of mani- 
fested hife, whatever 1ts nature.

Exactly on the same geometrical pattern, and in corresponding 
periods of time, and definite degrees of energy and force, humanity, 
en masse, must rise to a corresponding height to that from which 
it fell at the close of the last great world period. 

[very dropped stitch in the evolutionary web oft one manvan- 
tara of human life must be picked up and fastened, or the place of 
cleavage would enlarge until the whole web became a mass of 
tangled broken threads. 

One essential point in one decree of Divine law 1s being con- 
tinually. overlooked, and the gaping wounds in the hodies, religious, 
political and social of this ave are the results of the lost or wasted 
opportunities of a previous civilization. 

The efforts of mankind to leap over those now festering wounds 
at a bound, leaving them to the destructive forces of nature, permit 
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the whole body to become intected with the virus of deadly- disease 

The law of gravitation controls both the ascent and descent of 
a body, but 1t 1s according to the weight and elasticity of the body. 
whether or not 1ts ascent can he accomphlished in the same period 
of time as was consmned 1n 1ts descent.,—though it must cover 
exactly the same length and breadth ot space, mn 1ts ascent as mn 
its descent. 

The same law governs the rise and tall oft nations, races, fam- 
thes, as well as organizations; but 1t 1s according to 1its werght. 
its density. and interior power of overcoming inertia, as to whether 
or not either one can rise 1n a hke period ot tune to that consumed 
In 1ts fall. 

Until a center has become strong enough to repel invaders. 
through 1ts own mnate power by the exercise of the force of re- 
pulso0n, 1t will attract bodies of a smilar $1ze, though of ditterent 
densities—cdifterent calibres, and then commence the struggle for 
SUPTCeNIacyV. 

[t the invading body 1s weighty and elastic enough to crush 
the central cell of the invaded bodv, when they meet, both hodies 
will crash and destrov each other, by the power of momentum. 

[ft the central cell 1s weighty and elastic enough to sustain 
itselt 11 porse, there 18s1es from 1t a repelling torce that will keep 
all invaders at a sutffticient distance from 1ts auric envelope to pre- 
vent the extraneous bodies from reaching 1ts real center of opera- 
tions. 

This 1s equally true of the planetary bodies, of every physical 
body, and organization of people karmically drawn togetner around 
a common center. 

Humamty has been much slower 1n appreciating the vital cause 
of hindrance in its long struggle to reach the heights to which -1 
aspires, than 1t has in appreciating the fact that it was surely 1m 
process of rising from the depths of the morass of evil into which 
it sank in the closmg years of- the last manvantara. 

The Soul's memory of its former high estate has heen <ufficient 
to turnish the dynamic energy for the first necessary expulsive 
and ascending effort; but, as has so repeatedly occurred in the 
case of man, lower desire runs away with Reason and Intuition 
and tries to force hun upward, in the scale of evolution, by leaps 
and bounds,—while the truth is that the energy exhausted by any 
s1ch leap and bound, stays his progress at the step $0 regched, 
until Sufficient energy 1s generated to take him a step further ; and 
in that interval, the masses of mankind, he had left behind in that 
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<Upreme eftort, have reached a. position similar to that attained 
by hun, by steady normal growth, and reached it minus the weak- 
ening Strain 1imposed upon some_ parts of his nature by the extra 
effort to pass others 1n_ the race. | 

\Jan cannot outstrip the laws of his being, and every effort at 
80 (doing causes him to retrace his steps, and as it were, to stop 
and prick up these stitches in his. part of the web of life, that he had 
inadvertently dropped. 

No amount of reasoning will prevail with the majority of the 
1mmnan race to prevent their making such mistakes, because they 
will not control the lower desire principle which drives them on 
as with a whiplash into unwise disastrous effort. 

\n earnest study of the laws of Being would show the futility 
of trying to build a body of any character by any other method 
ot formation than that used by nature. 

A simgle cell 1s the foundation and generator of all the con- 
Structive hte forces that will enter into the building of any organic 
body, whatever may be the purposes and functions of all subse- 
quently evolved cells, and however important any one set of cells 
may be to the good and well-heing of the mass as a whole. 

[f the central cell 1s cut off or cannot function properly, because 
Of s0me obstruction placed in its way by other cells, the body en 
masse must fall apart by its own weight, for the cohesive power 
rests primarily in the central cell. 

Every word I have $spoken 1s peculiarly applicable to The 
[emple of the People. The Initiates of the White Lodge make no 
mistakes in placing the central cells of any of 1ts organic bodtes. 
for they form those bodies in accordance with evolutionary and 
Rarmic law, of which they are administrators; and every tailure 
of s1ch a body to fulfill its divine miss10n 1s due to the cause 
above noted, lower desire outstripping Reason and Law in the 
individual cells—or members— of the body and killing out or 1n- 
capacitating the central cell, —in- other words, unwillingness to 
wait for the law to take its course and eliminate any self-seekmg. 


or rebellious central cell by the right means, which that law would 


invariably do 1f left to take 1ts course. _ 

As a rule, people have but little knowledge of the tremendous 
power of elimination aroused in an organic body, where an ob- 
tructing force is introduced, or some individual 1s in the wrong : 
and therefore fail to see the needlessness, as: well as the inevitable 
result, of precipitate action by any Single individual or group. 

In nine cases out of ten, the consequent anguish and suttering, 
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as a result of broken law by.a lmited number, or individual, must 
tall upon the innocent ; and thus, a new Karnmic debt 1s create, the 
payment of which will be to dismmtegrate the body of which the 
lawbreaker 1s a. part 1t the latter he not ehminated. 

| have advised and creeted the formation of every main feature 
ot the Temple ot the People, and 1 call vour attention to the above 
mentioned action oft the Unmversal Law, that vou. may be enable] 


to Stand, when countless other organme bodies will tall, —as you 
can do 1t you can keep in mind and act upon the directions 1 have 
o1Ven VOu. 

[tf vou can alwavs remember that the breaking ot the law ot 
di8cipleship. by any one of your number, 1s a danger signal to vor 
individually, which calls tor right and mmediate action on vour 
part, vou will be able to build a body which will stand the <traim 
of the comime pull ot torces, without being torn apart. 

The detection of one member <hould sound the rallving-cry tor 
the rest, to battle tor the preservation of the whole. 

\Tan always gets what he demands, and the demand 1s made by 
his own obedience to Divine law; and in no other wav can he 
obtain satisfaction of demand, but his motive tor the demand deter- 
mines 1ts final result. | 

There 1s a place, an opportunity, a certainty for. every faithtu] 
c<18c1ple in; the Temple of the People. THe may have to win that 
place through his own heart's laceration—but win 1t he will—it 
he 1s taithful to his trust. 

Having won 1t, he must be prepared to hold it at all costs, and 
the costs are generally heavy, for no man ever rose above his fellow 
men, without arousineg the em1ssaries of the Black Lodge to action 
through his erstwhile companions: 

This 1s due to the inevitable effect of the action of the law ot 
Dalance, which works for the proving of the tool it has created 
and raised to the proving point. Having won his place, man must 
prove his right to hold it against all comers who would rob him 
Of 1t. 

| have scarcely ceased from telling you, during the last decade, 
that your right to the protection and help of the White Lodge, 
and what 1s of much more importance, the possthility of preparing 
as 1t were, for the coming central figure of a new humanity, rested 
upon implicit obedience to the laws laid down, and not upon- the 
action ok any personality.
